INFLUENZA ON VESSEL. 

Steamship "Roggeveen" — Sydney, Australia. 

The steamship Roggeveen from Java via Noumea, New Caledonia, 
arrived at Sydney, Australia, January 2, 1920, with six cases of 
influenza among the passengers and crew, and a history of 25 fatal- 
ities occurring en route among coolies from New Caledonia. Other 
fatalities were stated to have occurred among the coolies at Noumea. 

JAMAICA. 
Quarantine Against Importation of Influenza. 

According to information dated February 4, 1920, vessels from the 
United States arriving at ports in Jamaica, West Indies, will be 
subject to quarantine if there are cases of influenza on board. 

Under date of February 10, 1920, information was received to the 
effect that vessels and aircraft arriving from any place infected with 
influenza will not be permitted to land in Jamaica unless they have 
been out three days or can show that no one on board has had com- 
munication with such locality for three days preceding arrival. 

JAPAN. 

Influenza in Military Barracks — Tsu, Miye Prefecture. 

Under date of December 24, 1919, an outbreak of influenza of a 
highly infectious nature was reported in an infantry regiment sta- 
tioned at Tsu, Miye Prefecture, Japan. At that time, there were 
250 cases under treatment, and 20 deaths had occurred up to Decem- 
ber 23. 

Suspicious cases had also appeared in another regiment stationed 
at Nagoya, and precautions were being taken to prevent further 
spread of the infection. 

NEWFOUNDLAND. 

Quarantine Ordered At All Ports. 

According to information dated February 6, 1920, vessels arriving 

from ports outside of Newfoundland were made subject to quarantine 

at all ports in Newfoundland from February 3, 1920, until further 

notice, quarantine to terminate only with the granting of a clean 

bill of health.

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STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
Influenza — Georgetown (Penang) — 1918. 

During the month of July, 1918, a sudden outbreak of fever, stated 
to be of "unknown origin" was reported in the municipality of 
Georgetown (Penang), Straits Settlements. The disease attacked 
principally the indoor Indian laboring population, viz, employees 
in workshops and offices. The fever lasted from five to six days, and 
was in some cases accompanied by bronchial symptoms and pneu- 
monia. Tho disease was not recognized as influenza. The total 
number of deaths during tho month was 344, as compared with an 
average of 300 for the previous five years. The excess mortality was 
mainly attributed to phthisis, pneumonia, malaria, unspecified fever, 
diseases of the circulatory system, bronchitis, and debility. In August 
and September, 1918, the disease was quiescent, but early in October a 
second outbreak occurred, affecting all classes. This outbreak was 
recognized as influenza, a marked feature of the epidemic being con- 
stant, and almost always serious, pulmonary complication. In a few 
days the daily average of deaths was doubled, with rapid increase to 
the end of the month, when it was sextupled. The total number of 
deaths for October, 1918, was 1,013, the average of previous five years 
for this month being 283. Toward the middle of November the 
number of fatalities decreased markedly, and although the disease 
continued prevalent, the type was less virulent. The total number 
of deaths in November, 1918, was 493, the previous five years' average 
being 283. In December, 1918, some fatalities were returned as due 
to or following influenza, but the total number of deaths was only 42 
above the average. The total number of (declared) influenza deaths 
was 142, of which 101 were in males and 41 in females. According 
to age periods the distribution was as follows: Under 1 year, 1 death; 
1 to 5 years, 11 deaths; 5 to 15 years, 5; 15 to 25 years, 16; 25 to 35 
years, 52; 35 to 45 years, 25; 45 to 55 years, 20; 55 to 65 years, 8; 65 
to 75 years, 2; unknown, 2. 

The total number of deaths registered during the year 1918 was 
4,909, equivalent to a crude death rate of 45.99 per 1,000 of the popu- 
lation, compared with 38.42 in 1917; 31.76 in 1916; 32.46 in 1915; 
36.40 in 1914; 36.86 in 1913; 37.47 in 1912; and 39.88 in 1911. The 
estimated population at the middle of the year was 106,723. 

The figures given above are taken from the report of the health 
officer and are stated to be approximately correct. 

On October 19, 1918, influenza was declared an infectious disease. 
Schools and theaters were ordered closed. 

The report of influenza mortality for the Straits Settlements as a 
whole was published in Public Health Keports, February 6, 1920, 
page 312.
